AGRICULTURAL 


| Obtain Fine Situa- 


tions 


By EVELYN BUXTON 


Majority of the twenty students 
who are to receive the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Agricul- 
ture at the forthcoming Convo- 
cation of the University of Alberta 
have already been successful in 
securing remunerative employ- 
ment, a check-up revealed Wed- 
nesday. 

Several are to return to do post 
graduate work at the University 
next year, in the meantime they are 
holding down summer positions 
both at the University farm, which 
experiences its busiest season dur- 
ing the sumemr months, 
other experimental farms and large 
ranches throughout the province. 


DEAN PLEASED 
Dean E. A. Howes, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture at the Univer- 


sity gives as a reason for the suc- 
cess of these students the fact that 
the demand for a certain number of 
well-trained agriculturists is fairly 
steady 

In past years the 
class at the University 
small, only seven

who had done preliminary work 
returned to complete their degrees
